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PREFATORY  NOTE 

The  rare  suitability  of  „3)er  <2(J)lDiegerfo^tt"  for  ele- 
mentary work  in  German  warrants  this  new  edition  of 
the  tragi-comic  „Schneidergeschichte."  It  is  presented 
almost  complete ;  the  few  necessary  omissions,  which 
will  be  found  properly  indicated,  do  not  in  any  way 
affect  the  continuity  of  the  narrative.  In  the  absence 
of' compelling  pedagogic  reasons,  the  editor  has  refrained 
from  "doctoring'*  Baumbach's  text.  The  spelling,  how- 
ever, has  been  conformed,  as  a  matter  of  course,  to  the 
official  standard  of  modern  German  orthography.

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INTRODUCTORY 


Rudolf  Baumbach  was  born  Sept.  28,  1840,  in  the 
town  of  Kranichfeld  in  Thuringia,  the  son  of  a  physician. 
His  **  Gymnasium"  education  he  received  at  Meiningen, 
and  his  higher  studies,  principally  in  the  natural  sciences, 
were  pursued  at  the  universities  of  Leipsic,  Würzburg, 
and  Heidelberg;  after  attaining  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Philosophy,  he  engaged  in  still  more  advanced  work  at 
Freiburg  and  Vienna. 

Having  for  many  years  lived  in  rather  a  roving  fashion 
as  a  teacher  and  tutor  in  Graz,  Brunn,  Triest,  and  various 
other  places,  Baumbach  settled  at  last  in  Meiningen 
(1885),  where  he  was  appointed  librarian  to  the  Duke, 
but  never  lacked  for  time  to  cultivate  his  rich  literary 
talent.  As  a  writer  he  first  became  widely  known 
through  his  student  songs  (they  have  been  set  to  music 
by  some  of  the  foremost  German  composers).  Discern- 
ing critics  easily  recognized  in  the  half  humorous  half 
sentimental  vein  of  his  poetry  a  kinship  to  Joseph  Viktor 
von  Scheffel.  Indeed  Baumbach  may  be  styled  the 
greatest  disciple  of  Scheffel,  with  whom  he  shares,  be- 
sides the  >53ur[($i!ofität  (student  humor),  the  love  of 
adventure,  depth  of  feeling  for  the  home  land  with  its 
history  and  its  people,  a  passionate  love  of  nature,  —  in 
fine,  the  strong  "romantic"  bent.

Baumbach  died  Sept.  21,  1905.  An  estimate  of  his 
position  as  a  writer  may  readily  be  obtained  from  one 
of  the  more  complete  histories  of  modern  German 
literature,  as  for  instance  Richard  M.  Meyer^s  or  Adolf 
Sternes.

The  following  material,  drawn  from  pp.  1-62  of  „^er  ^c^toteget« 
fofin, "  is  intended  to  illustrate  the  variety  of  exercises  that  may  be 
derived  from  the  text.  It  goes  without  saying  that  any  part  of  the 
story  may  be  made  the  basis  of  the  several  forms  of  written  and 
oral  practice  work  here  indicated,  and  of  different  or  additional 
exercises. 

Page  I. 

In  the  center  of  the  public  square  stands  a  beautiful 
fountain.  An  old  Gothic  church  occupies  one  entire  side 
of  the  square.  The  opposite  side  is  occupied  by  the  City 
Hall  and  other  venerable  buildings. 

Pages  2-3. 

In  one  of  the  new  houses  lives  a  merchant  tailor.  We 
find  him  in  his  workshop,  at  a  long  table,  cutting  a 
garment  according  to  measurements.  Of  the  fourteen 
journeymen  and  apprentices,  eight  are  working  with 
needle  and  thimble,  while  (tt)Ogegen)  the  others  are  plying 
their  machines. 

Page  4. 

Once  somebody  had  drawn  a  comparison  between  Mr. 
Eckart's  establishment  and  the  English  parliament;  he 
designated  (bejetcfinen)  the  first  workroom  as  (atoj  the 
House  of  Lords,  the  second  as  the  House  of  Commons. 

Page  5. 
Next  to  the  workrooms  w^as  the  sitting  room  of  the 

izi 
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"boss's*'  family.  At  ten  o'clock  husband  and  wife  took 
their  second  breakfast,  which  consisted  of  cold  ham  or 
roast,  bread  and  butter,  and  a  glass  or  two  of  light 
claret. 

Pages  6-8. 
That  morning  Tailor  Eckart  read  something  very 
remarkable  in  his  paper.  The  new  President  of  the 
United  States  was  a  man  who  had  once  been  a  tailor. 
It  is  difficult  for  a  German  to  understand  how  a  tailor 
can  rule  a  great  people,  as  a  king  or  prince  (does)  in 
Europe.  In  Germany  a  man  must  have  some  rank  or 
title  in  order  to  be  highly  regarded;  that  is  why  a 
master  tailor  wants  to  become  a  manufacturer  of  wearing 
apparel  and,  if  possible,  a  purveyor  to  the  court.  Young 
Eckart,  who  was  a  teacher  and  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy, 
had  to  endure  much  ridicule  (Spott,  m.),  because  his 
pupils  knew  that  he  was  the  son  of  a  tailor. 

Pages  9-12. 
The  school-boys  called  after  him  *'  Doctor  Goat-beard." 
At  this  nickname  he  was  greatly  vexed.  His  father  said 
he  ought  to  be  more  sensible,  and  related  an  episode 
(SBorfall,  m.)  from  his  own  life.  ]Many  years  ago  a  young 
official  (^eamte[r],  m.)  approached  the  elder  Eckart  at  a 
ball,  and  taunted  (neden)  him  with  being  (conj.  lüett)  a 
journeyman  tailor.  But  the  tailor  got  the  laugh  on  the 
official.  Why  did  not  the  son  do  like  the  father  ?  Charles 
listened  quietly  to  this  advice  and  forced  himself  to  show 
his  parents  a  happier  face. 

Pages  13-15. 
The  young  scholar  felt  that  his  father  was  right;  he 
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would  {indicative)  never  again  be  chagrined  on  account 
of  the  stupid  mockery.  After  kissing  his  mother  he  went 
to  his  own  apartments.  He  occupied  (belPOl^tten)  two 
rooms  in  his  father's  house,  a  sitting  room  and  a  bed- 
room. On  the  walls  of  the  former  one  saw  numerous 
tasteful,  but  substantial,  shelves  filled  with  books.  In 
the  middle  of  the  room  stood  a  writing  desk,  covered 
with  green  cloth.

The  Doctor  called  the  bedroom  his  academic 
lumber  room,  because  here  he  kept  the  reminiscences 
and  relics  of  his  merry  student  days :  photographs  of  his 
university  friends,  views  of  the  city  where  he  had  studied, 
swords  and  rapiers,  beer  mugs,  pipes,  cups,  ash-trays,  old 
caps,  all  (al(e^)  decorated  with  the  coat-of-arms  and  the 
three  colors  of  the  fraternity  "Thuringia." 

Page  16. 
It  was  not  more  than  a  year  since  Dr.  Eckart  had 
left  the  university,  and  only  three  weeks  since  a  vacant 
position  in  the  Gymnasium  of  his  native  town  had  been 
conferred  upon  him. 

Pages  17-18. 
The  ringleader  of  the  young  good-for-nothings  that 
teased  and  vexed  the  new  teacher  was  a  good-looking 
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and  talented  boy  who  could  never  be  caught,  because  he 
always  went  to  work  very  carefully. 

Pages  19-20. 
This  time  the  Doctor  was  thoroughly  ashamed  of  him- 
self, because  he  was  too  weak  to  obey  {or  follow)  the 
advice  of  his  father  and  his  fellow  teachers.  However, 
when  his  calmness  had  returned,  he  went  to  work.  He 
had  over  fifty  Latin  exercises  to  correct;  each  consisted 
of  many  short  sentences,  as  for  example:  the  grass  is 
green;  the  cow  eats  herbs;  the  ball  is  round;  the  table 
is  long  and  smooth;  not  all  men  are  good.  Max 
Engelmann's  exercise  was  wholly  without  mistakes.  The 
Doctor  knew  that  Max  was  the  author  of  the  mocking 
song,  and  his  pen  rebelled  against  the  word  **good" 
which  he  had  to  place  under  young  Engelmann's  exercise. 

Pages  21-22. 
On  the  following  Sunday,  Charles  entered  for  the  first 
time  the  house  of  Max's  parents.  They  were  out  calling, 
but  the  older  sister  of  the  young  scallawag  was  at  home. 
She  asked  the  visitor  to  enter  and  be  seated.  Then  she 
desired  to  know  what  mischief  her  younger  brother  had 
been  up  to.  When  Dr.  Eckart  had  told  Marie  what 
had  happened  she  begged  him  to  be  lenient  just  this  one 
time;  for  this  was  Max's  birthday  —  he  had  just  com- 
pleted his  eleventh  year.

While  the  lady  sat  down  on  the  sofa  beside  the 
guest,  her  husband  sat  stiffly  on  the  edge  of  an  uncomfort- 
able chair.

Weak  plurals 
are  mr.rked  -e  or  -en. 

The  adverbial  use  of  adjectives  is  noted  only  in  necessary  in- 
stances. Participial  adjectives  will  be  found  as  a  rule  in  their 
alphabetical  place,  but  in  some  cases  under  the  corresponding  in- 
finitive. 

Of  strong  or  irregular  verbs,  the  "principal  parts"  and,  if  desir- 
able, the  third  person  singular  are  given.  Whenever  the  infinitive 
alone  is  given,  the  verb  is  understood  to  be  weak  and  regular. 

Verbs  are  marked  as  /.  (transitive),  ;.  (intransitive),  impers,  (im- 
personal), and  reß.  (reflexive). 

The  past  auxiliary  is  ^aben  unless  the  verb  is  marked  ).  (fein).
